controller and the test controllers as recited in independent claims 1 and 14. Since claims 4-9 
and, 16-24 and 40-47 depend from allowable claims 1 and 14 these claims are also allowed 
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accordingly. Currently claims 1,4-9,14,16-24 and 40-47 are allowable. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
